Representative I Lafferty of Oregon 
Interpolated the Progressive platform 
Into the debate and Representative 
Gardner of Massachusetts, a Repub­ 
lican, pointed out what he called in­ 
consistencies in Mr. Roosevelts posi­ 
tion. 
"H e believes in the Sherman anti 
trust law and in the recognition of 
trusts," said Mr. Gardner. 
"H e is rid­ 
ing two horses going in opposite di­ 
rections."

"Yea, and it is entirely different 
from the views he expressed in the 
Outlook in No\ ember.

Port an Prince, Haiti. Aug. 9.—The 
national palace was blown up by a 
powder explosion and burned to the 
ground and the president of the repub 
lie of Haiti, General Cincinnatus I^e- 
eonte, perished. 
The list of killed and injured in the 
terrific explosion will reach more then 
too. 
Many palace attendants were 
killed, together with visitors and per­ 
sons with business in the building. 
Members of the president’s family, 
who were awakened by the terrific 
shock, found themselves almost sur­ 
rounded by flames, but managed to 
make their way to safety. 
The cause 
of the explosion is not known. 
The first explosion was followed by 
others when the fire reached the cel­ 
lars of the palace, where a great 
quantity of ammunition was stored. 
So great was the force of the explos- 
aion that a number of small cannon, 
fragments of iron and shells were 
thrown for great distances in all di­ 
rections. 
For a time a great panic prevailed 
and the military authorities immedi­ 
ately took charge of the situation. The
